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nirec times promoted and twice 
decorated since the outbrealc o{ the 
war, MaJor>Gcncral Christopher 
Yokes (B.Sc. '27) Is an outstanding 
«xample o( McGill's contributior^.lo 
the ranks* of Canada's professional 
army. 

A graduate of the Royal Military 
College of Canada, seelting a com- 
mission in the Royal Canadian En- 
gineers, Canadian pcrmanant Force, 
he came to McGiU to gain the addi- 
tional qualifications that would be

of advantage, and graduate with his 
engineering degree in 1027. 

When war was -declared in Sep- 
tember '39, he had risen to- the 
rank of LlcuL-Col., and was at once 
appointed to duty with the First 
Division. Canadian Active Service 
Force, then mobilizing for service 
overseas. In 1942 he was promoted 
to the command o( the Second Can- 
adian Infantry Brigade, and in 1043, 
with the rank of Brigadier, he led 
this formation in the invasion of 
Sicily. 

In MacLean'a Magazine, L. S. B. 
Shapiro— also a McGill man. by the 
way— wrote of the Brigadier's part 
in the Sicily campaign: 

"General Yokes plodded through 
a routine professional career until 
the Sicily campaign found him in 
charge o( a Canadian Brigade. It 
was notably the toughest of all Can- 
adian brigades in that campaign— 
and the most successful. His handle- 
bar mustache bristling over his 
stem Irish face. Yokes led his men 
in a storied attack against the west- 
ern hinge of the German Etna line 
in Sicily, an action which smashed 
strongly entrenched enemy defences 
and led to the collapse of resistance 
in the island. Yokes was awarded 
an immediate .O.S.O. by General 
Montgomery. He is 40 today and not 
nearly as fierce as his fighting 
lace would indicate." 

More formally, the citation cov- 
ering the award of the O.S.O. to 
Yokes, describes his part in the 
toughest operations in the Sicilian 
campaign: 

"During the hard-fought struggle 
for Leonforte, July 21-22, 1943, a 
company of one of the units under 
Brigadier Yokes' conunand became 
completely disorganized as a result 
of heavy enemy gun and mortar 
fire, which in addition set the crops 
in the company position ablaze. 
Brigadier Yoves was up with the

As Reports Presented 

Proceedings to be Published, 
Distributed to Other Colleges 

Final sessions of the University Conference on "Canada and 
the Post-War World" were held ycstcrdny and Saturday, attended 
by several hundred students including delegates from Qucen'g Uni- 
versity in Kingston, Middleburj' College in Middlcbury, Vt., and 
the University of New Brunswick inVFredericton, N.B.v,C^.b.i; 

Itcports of the nine compon-* 
ent committees were read at the 
closing session in Moyse Hall 
yesterday afternoon, and recom- 



mendations that the full pro 
cccdings be published and dis- 
tributed, that a continuation 
organization be set up to establish 
the Conference as an annual event 
at McGill, aiid that other univer- 
sities be urged to undertake such 
conferences were recorded- 
Guest Speakers 
Chief speakers of the opening 
session on Saturday morning were 
the Honorable C. D. Howe, Federal 
Minister of Reconstruction, who 
gave an informal review of the 
plana Canada has established for its 
"post-war. development, and Edward 
J. Phelan, Acting Director of the 
International Labor Office, who 
spoke on the international aspects 
of pott-war planning and organiza- 
tion. 

John Costigan, President of the 
Students' Society, - gave a brief ad- 
dress to opin the proceedings, and 
Principal F. Cyril James, who had 
not been expected to be in the 
city, made an unscheduled appear- 
ance and spoke briefly during the 
session. Victor C. Goldbloom, head 
of the administrative committee, 
was in the chair. 

Closing Bcsaloa 

Yesterday afternoon under the 
chairmanship of Jack L. Pye. the 
reports of the committees were 
read by thiir respective chairmen. 
Dr. D. L. Thomson, Dean of the 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research, gave the closing address, 
following which Victor Goldbloom 
officially terminated the sessions of 
the Conference. Owing to the length 
of the original reports, it was found 
necessary to present them in sum- 
mary, but assurance was given that 
the full texts would be published in 
the final record of the proceedings. 

Other sessions included a special 
film program provided by the Na- 
tional Film Board, shown on Satur- 
day evening in Moyse Hall, and 
final individual mceUngs of the 
committees In R.V.C. and the Mc- 
Gill Union on Saturday afternoon.

Electron Microscope to be Used 
In Research by Several Faculties 



"By the introduction of the elec- 
tron microscope, bacteriological re- 
search has been given another 
sense." This statement was made 
by Dr. Fred Smith to The Daily's 
répresenUtive in an interview last 
weekend. 

Although Dr. Smith, was enthusi- 
astic about the value of the micro- 
scope as a means whereby struc- 
tures and actions of previously in- 
visible organisms may be studied, 
it is not expected to lead to any 
sUrtltng discoveries in this line. It 
will, however,, assist In the present 
studies concerning the infection of 
wounds, and the uses of penicillin. 
One difficulty in the field of bac- 
teriological research Is that the 
microscope is destructive to Uvhig 
organisms and workers must be 
content with dead specimens. 

The' department of physics will 
be in charge of the microscope be- 
cause of its complicated clcctricol 
structure. At present it will be 
used entirely for research although 
students in the upper years will be 
allowed to examine it In connection 
with their work. 



The electron miscroseope oper- 
ates on the same priiidpal. as a 
light microscope, except that beams 
of electrons focused by magnetic 
fields of a special design are used 
in place of beams of light and 
lenses. These electrons are acceier* 
ated by 80,000 volU of electricity, 
which produce a very short wave 
length, about 1/100,000 the length of 
light waves. This gives the micro- 
scope a resolving power 80 times 
that of a light microscope. 

It magnifies up to 20,000 times for 
direct viewing, -and. by enlarging 
a photograph, a final magnification 
of 100,000 diameters can be obtained. 

The first Electron microscope was 
constructed in Germany, but the 
first to be made on this continent 
was built at Toronto. McGill is the 
first university in Canada to have 
a commercial type Electron Micro- 
scope, the one at Toronto having 
been constructed at tho university. 
There is one, similar to that at Mc- 
GUli^>; being <^ used . by the National 
lUmarcii Council la Ottawa.,

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The Conference and the Community 

The very quality of tlie spcnkers and of the 
reports heard on Saturday and .Sunday made 
our University Conference an extremely ex- 
hausting one for those who went through the 
full program. There was no end of wealth oj 
thought in the addresses of Messrs. Phclan and 
Howe the first morning, while the many reels of 
documentary films shown Saturday evcnmg 
were not the type to confer benefits without 
demanding concentration. The nine committee 
reports delivered by the respective chairmen 
yesterday afternoon could certainly not put 
across much more than some main points, al- 

■ though they carried quite tliorough-poing detail 
in their analyses and proposals. We suspect 
that until these reports are published, their main 
advantage will remain in the organiiation of 
thought which they must have given to the 
committee-members preparing them. By the 
time the closing address was being delivered, the 
really interested conference attendants appre- 
ciated Dr. David L. Thomson's quotation from 

• Alice in Wonderland, in which the Cheshire Cat 
says: "If we were not mad, we wouldn't be 
here." , . 

It is quite obvious that the conference s sig- 
nificance will continue to grow after its reports 
are published and available to students and the 
public. Here is a eoUeetion, as complete as pos- 
sible upon such short notice, of the main trends 
of thought on post-war reconstruction, by men 
and women who have had at their disposal 
sources of information unavailable to those not 
near great university libraries and without the 
advice of specialists and mature men readily 
available for consultation. The published re- 
ports will therefore^ constitute a rich field of ref- 
erence for anyone interested in concrete, well- 
balanced proposals and expressions of intelli- 
gent opinion. 

This conference has accomplished something 
vary worthwhile in that it has again given ex- 
pression to the idea of the university as a func- 
tional part of the community; as' a body of 
people who have the same interests as their 
fellow-citisens, and are wiirm|; to take advan- 
tage of their concentrated facilities and knowl* 
edge to help solve, or at least lay the foundation 
for SQlying, the problems of that community. It 
is no ivory-tqwer concept that made the subject 
of the conference: "Canada and the Post-War 
World", for it embraces the whole range of our 

fiarticular community's problems. It is cer- 
ainly not indicative of the ivory-tower concept 
that one of the main ideas propounded at the 
conference was that of Mr. Phelan: that politics 
is .an essential part of community-life, and thai 
the political practicability of the proposals made 
and of the improvements suggested must inevit- 
ably be taken into account by the reports. 

It is along these lines, i e., as a student con- 
tribution to the community, tliat we would 
recommend that such a conference become a 
regular part of the students' activities; that the 
Student Executive Council sponsor, say in Feb- 
ruary of each year, the compilation and publica- 
tion of reports on current problems sufficiently 
broad^ in scope and implication to interest more 
than juit a few experts. Work on these reports 
eould begin in October of each session, and their 
presentation might again, as this year, be 
aoeompanied by the addresses of such notable 
men as were heard over the weekend. 

As was stated by the chairman of the con- 
ference, this McGill student enterprise is, as far 
as can be determined, the first of its kind, on 
this continent at least. It would be a worth* 
while expansion of the idea of service to the 
eommunity If other Canadian universities were 
encouraged to undertake the same sort of activ- 
ity. The greatest encouragement to others 
would be a renewal or continuation of the con- 
ference right here at McGill next year. 

Building on ,the experience of this first con- 
ference, on its failings as they may appear in 
the final published report.*, as well" a.-; on any 
difficulties of organization which mny be avoid- 
ed the next time, the Student E.xccutivc Couneil 
way very conceivably initiate a phase of uni- 
versity life which will have much to do with 
radically altering the concept, mistaken or not, 
of the university as a special and high-flown

Shock and 

Shock. In the medical sense, 
refers to a serious physical 
change which may prove fatal. 
The most common type of 
shock is that due to injuries 
where there is considerable 
tissue damsge and local tissue 
death. Crushing injuries, bums, 
compound fractures arc ex- 
amples of this type of injtury. 

Hie picture of shock it strik- 
ing enough; pallor, feeble pulse, 
low blood pressure, weakness, 
cold extremeties and sometimes 
cold perspiration are common 
manifesutions. 

Tlie distribution of the blood 
goes awry in shock. It tends to 
pool in the abdominal vessels, 
leaving the rest of the blood 
vessels cemparstlvcly bloodless. 
Important orgsns such as tha 
brain and heart, which depend 
on a good blood supply for 
oxygen and food, arc thus left 
begging. Beaides the pooling of 
the blood, there ia a eencenUra-

tlon due to loss of fluid through 
a tendency of the vessels to 
leak fluid Into the tissues. One 
might picture the heart as a 
pump whose intake pipe was 
InUct, but the well from which 
it pumped allowed the water to 
leak away. The pump performt, 
but pumpt only air. Likewise 
the heart pumps, but doesn't 
receive enough blood. 

The remedy for tbb, about 
which we hear so much these 
days, is blood plasma. Ute fluid 
and protein part of the blood. 
If this Is poured into the cir- 
culation through a vein, the 
circulatory system again fills 
up, the heart has something to 
pump, blood again circulates 
adequately to the tissues, and 
the patient is pulled out of 
shock, 

This Is the basis for the tre- 
mendoua use of plasma these 
days.

AT LOEWS' 

Hollywood has succeeded in 
sdapting one of A. J. Cronln's 
novels. The Keys ol the Kingdom, 
for the screen withbut losing any 
of the inspirational quality Inherent 
In the story. In euentials, it is a 
succeu story, not the "ragt to 
riches" saga of the industrialist, but 
a much more subtle narration of 
the non-materlalistie moral triumph 
of the spirit of an indomitable man. 
Father Chlsholm, played by Greg- 
ory Peck, loses his parents in a 
tragic accident while still a boy. 
He is adopted and educated by his 
aunt and uncle, and . while living 
with them has a romance with their 
daughter, shot through with the 
conflict of his leanings to the priest- 
hood and his love for her. While at 
college, he learns that sbe has given 
birth to an lUegttimatc chiM. frus- 
trated by their inteninlnablc separa- 
tion; he rtturni in time to learn of 
her death- This cryttalllitt hit deci- 
sion to become a priest. 

He "falls" with hit flrit two 
curacies; he la too liberal In his In- 
terpretation of Catholic doctrine. 
Finally, McNab, his old collage 
headmaster, restores his faith In 
himself and sends him to China to 
found a mission. He arrives to find 
the misslDn in ruins, and although 
receiving little co-eperatfon from 
the people, at last rebuilds it with 
the aid of a philanthropic msn- 
darin. Tht mlMion prospers and a 
school Is built. The Catholic aisters 
arrive, headed by their haughty, 
aritteeratle Mother Superior who is

There Vppetr to exist certain misundersUndlnge with respect to the 
accumulated surpluses of the Regimental Funds of 'lhe McGlM Univer- 
sity Contingent C.O.T.C, the disposition and use of which is determined 
by. the Commanding Officer, Lt.-Col. J. M. Morris, M.C., V.D., and the 
Regimental Committee of which the Commanding Officer is a member 
ex officio. The other members of the Committee are: the President, 
Major E. de I/! Greenwood (Secohd-in*Command); the' Swretary, Major 
G. Miller Hyde (Paymaster); the Treasurer. Capt C. V. Heward; and 
Lieut. J. J. Costigan, In his dual capacity as an Officer in the Corps and 
President of the Students Council. 

In order to clarify the situation, the Commanding Officer has author- 
ized Ifae Regimental Committee to issue the following statement: 

Following the custom of the Corps since its organiratlon in 1912, up 
to and including the year 1M2, the pay of all ranks, OHlccrs, N.C.Oj 
and Cadets, whether for training at local headquarters or at camp, was 
assigned to Regimental Funds, and the proceeds used to defray the ex- 
penses of operation, training and administration, and the provision of 
equipment and furniture, etc.,' which has enabled the. Contingent to 
acquire, without private subscription or financial assistance from the 
University, the splendid facilities -which it has today, other than, , of 
course, the original Armoury Building itself.. 

Compulsory military training was introduced by the' Government 
In Canadian Universities In the Autumn of 1841, and to handle the train- 
ing of Undergraduafes not voliintarlly enlisted in the' C.O.T.Cs of the 
various universities, auxiliary training units were organized. At McGlU 
this auxiliary unit was Icnown as the M.R.T.B. (McGiU Reserve Training 
Battalion), and training in which was under the direction of the McGill 
C.O.T.C., but did not otherwise form part of the C.O.T.C. 

In that initial year no pay was provided for the personnel of the 
M4R.T3. except at camp in the Spring of 1942, when all Undergraduates 
of the M.R.T.B. drew pay of rank up to CS.M., less $4.00 per man which 
was turned over to a special fund In the custody of the Bursar of the 
University, but from which no distributions could be made without the 
authority and signature o( the Commanding Officer. This special fund 
was Instituted in conjunction with the residue , of the proceeds of à 
benefit hockey match between the Black Watch and McGill in 1942, to 
proyide^the M.R.T3. with funds in the absence of pay other than what 
th'iTCadets had drawn direct at Camp, funds at that time being required 
lor the supplementing of rations, lo provide sports equipment, etc., 
wliich otherwise would not have been available. 

Then have been no disbursements from this special fund since 1942, 
and there is a credit balance of $3,023.19 still In the custody of the Bursar. 

In the Fall of 1942 It was decided, with the approval of National De- 
fence Headquarters, to enlitt all Undergraduates undergoing military 
training at the University in the C.O.T.C, and the M.R.T.B. was dis- 
continued. In accordance with the traditional practice, the pay of All 
Ranks for training at local headquarters continued to be assigned to the 
Regimental Funds of the Contingent; but in view of the fact that the 
personnel of tiie M.R.T,B. had previously received pay at camp, for the 
first time in the history of the C.O.T.C. itself. All Ranks, including 
Undergraduate Officers, Received Uielr camp pay up to the r»nk of 
CSM., the Reserve Officers continuing as always to donate their full 
pay to the Corps, and this policy has been continued. 

All pay according to Regimental Funds as the result of assignments 
up to and including the year 1942 was earned. by voluntary members of 
the C.O.T.C., few if any of whom, other than Officers, are now in the 
strength of the ConUngent, Financial Statements as required by R.M. 
M.C. are and have been furnished by the Regimental Committee, and 
approved by the Commanding Officer, to the Department of National 
Defence, currently semi-annually, and all statements have been audited 
as required by R.M.M.C. T*ese statements have been presented each 
year at the Annual Meeting of the Officers of the ConUngent. ' 

Th purpose of this announcement is to explain, in a general way 
what has been done with pay assigned to Regimental Funds since 1942 
•when the purely voluntary system of enrolment Id the Contingent was 
suspended, the surplus accumulated previous to compulsory training 
not being a matter for discussion. In 1942 the Contingent operated at 
a deUcli of »1.003.0«, due to absorption of expenses in conjunction with 
the MJI.T.B.. as well as carrying on lU own operaUons. In 1943 117,996 82 
was received from the assignment of local Headquarters' pay of other 
ranks, and the pay of off leers at Cadets' rate. Command and Training 
*e only contribution by the Government towards 
annual expenses, totalled »1.375.65, which added to assigned pay as above. 
toUls 119,372.47. Ordinary expenses for that year equaUed $17,278.53, 
including depreciation on motor vehicles, fiumlture, equipment, etc., at 
the rates required by the Department of NaUonal Defence. In addition 
♦o ordinary expenditure, there.was an addlUon of |533.23 to furniture 
•torea and equipment, and |2.272.70 was expended on the Armoury ex^ 
tension under, construction at December 31. 1943. After taking into 
aocount miscellaneous income of »288.17 and interest on investments, 
there was a net cash surplus for 1943 of $1,512 45 

In view of the fact that th. Department of Natlonal Defence. in 1B44. 
have required a change in the closing date of the financial year, which

1944 had been received prior to September 30th. Local Headquarter' 
pay assigned on the same basis as outlined above for 1943. totalled 111,- 



823.12 and Command and TVaining Allowances amounted to $1,321.60, 
which taken together total $13,144.72. Ordinary expenditure, including 
depreciation, for the 9 months ended September 30, 1944, equalled $6,- 
483.55, leaving $0,681.17 to cover expenditures for the final quarter of 
1944. During the same period there was a reduction in the value of 
furniture, stores and equipment of $114.56, but $3,266.12 was expended 
in the completion of the Armoury extension. (Quartermaster Stores), 
totalling a net additional expenditure for capital account of $3,151.60. 

After taking into account a certain small miscellaneous income and 
interest on investments, there was a net cash surplus for that period of 
$4,195.62, from which the operating expenses for the final quarter of 
1944 would have to be deducted, as would any further expenditure on 
capital account. 

In considering the amount available for this final quarter, it should 
be noted that the expenses for July, August anti September are consid* 
erably lou'er /titan during the rest of the year, due to the inactivity of 
the Contingent during those months, so that it should be expected that 
the expenses for the final quarter would be somewhat more than one- 
quarter of the expenses for the whole year. It does not seem necessary 
or advisable to have a special audit Instituted in advance of the audit 
that uill be made for the close of the fiscal year on March 31st. There 
fore, at this date an exact comparison of income and expenditure for the 
two calendar years cannot be' made. It Js hoped, however, that the lore 
going will give a sufficiently clear picture' to demonstrate that the sur' 
plus funds acquired since compulsory training was instituted are com' 
paratively small, averaging less than $3.00 per year per Cadet, a con- 
siderable portion of which is due to interest on the invested surplus 
accumulated prior. to 1943. T^iat invested surplus was built up from 
the assignmenia of local beadquartera and camp pay by 100% volunteer 
personnel during the -ycanjlM0|to 1942, which substantially exceeded 
.operating costs which in 'ttamiH^ves were higher than today. 

The figures for ordinary^mpênditure given above are in total only, 
but taking the year 1943, the first full year which has been audited 
since the operation of Compulsory Training, the fallowing reflect items 
of expense which are included in the total ordinary expense of $17,278.53 
in that year:

Further, the sum of $1,000.00 -was turned over to the Band Commit- 
tee. Main expense, salaries to Pipe Band for camp period, in lieu of 
wages otherwise sacrificed. With this exception, services of both bands 
voluntary. Purchase. of music arid maintenance of Instruments. 

turned over

mess accounts in 1944 hat resulted in discontinuance of this fee. 

Depreciation on all equipment under control of C.O.T.C. amounted 

In 1944 Camp eivenm'werè very considerably reduced as -we at- 
tended established camps and did not have to engage personnel for 
cooking and other services, and It is anticipated that ordinary expen- 
diture during the past calendar year will not exceed $12,000.00. 

On tiie assumption that Headquarters' pay will be received for the 
full number of Cadets in training, and as a result of conferences be- 
tween the Commanding Officer and the Regimental Committee, in con- 
sultation with the Principal, and with representatives of the l^tudents' 
Council, the Regimental Committee is pleased to make the followbig 
announcement: 

Having received from the Students' Council concrete suggestions 
with respect to the amount that the present members of the C.O.T.C. 
would like to have donated from their pending assigned Headquarters' 
Pay to the War Memorial Campàlgn,';whleh is being undertaken by the 
Graduatea' Society, an , amount, of $I3,<mJ)0 . will be assigned for that 
purpose, plus thé $3,000 from the aforementioned special reserve fund 
in the custody of the Bursar, plus $5,000.00 which has already been 
promised from Corps Reserve Funds accumulated prior to 1942 as a 
donation from the volunteer Cadela of that date, a total in all of $20,- 
000.00.

I should like to 
stress again the importance of fuU 
cooperation within the Union 
House Conunittee, and pledge my 
wholehearted support to the pol- 
icies of the President As co-chair- 
man of the Blood Donors Com- 
mittee and as a member of this 
year's Scarlet Key I have had per- 
sonal contact with many student 
organizations on the campus and 
feel that in this particular respect 
m fully qualified for the position 
and you have my assurance that as 
secretary, my every effort shall be 
a best effort.

dents as If' deemed possible. 

Just what the student body has 
in the way of potentialities and 
Just what it can do is, I think, 
dearly displayed in the form of the 
Athletic Festivals, niose who were 
in charge, and who did such a fine 
job this year, are to be commended 
for their efforts, and I would like 
to see their work carried on and 
expanded where poniUc. 



The situations outlined above 
are, I believe, thé major athletic 
problems here at McGill. There 
may be others equally important 
to those Involved, and if elected, I 
shall attend to them to the best of 
my ability. 

Those of us who are interested in 
sports can clearly see that the long 
climb has Just begun. The revival

be foolhardy, since military needs 
should and will get first call, 
whether they be transportation or 
anything else- The principals of the 
four "big" eastern universities. Tor- 
onto. Western, Queen's and McGill 
have an agreement that no inter- 
college competitions .should take 
place imtil they are militarily ex- 
pedient, and so until they can meet 
and rescind that agreement nothing 
absolute can be done. 

However, what your representa- 
tive can do is to see that plans are 
laid for resumption of such com- 
petitions, and to urge a meeting of 
the four as soon as possible, with a 
view to bringing intercollegiate 
sports i)ack to the campus. With de- 
finite plans, which I am strongly 
in favor of, we can go ahead as 
soon as we get the green light and 
not have to waste valuable time 
mapping blueprints' to see that the 
athletic competitions' are carried 
out in the manner best for the most 
people. 

Next to Intercollegiate sports, s 
strong Intramural program, in which 
the greatest number of students can 
participate in the widest variety of 
sports, is the most important factor 
in keeping a healthy campus athle- 
tically satisfied. This year's pro- 
gram has been the most successful 
since 1939, but there is still room 
for Improvement 

For example, leagues should be 
organized so that faculties like Law 
and Dentistry may be assured en- 
tries, and games arranged tt times 
convenient lor everyone. 



Also. I believe that Athletics Fes 
tlvals are the best things that have 
happened to the campus. Having 
been a member of the committee 
for last two Festivals, I have, been 
close enough to see where mistakes 
have been made, and where there 
are openings for Improvment. 

Having seen real McGill spirit 
at football games, while still at 
high school ,1 realize that it is in 
herent and that the possitiiliUes are 
there. In the event of my election. 
I shall try my best' to see that these 
possibilities are given the chance to 
be shown.

able coolness and leadership, per- 
sonally reorganized the position 
with complete disregard for his own 
safety although under observed en- 
emy fire. The forceful drive' and 
aggressive spirit of Brigadier Vokes 
was a tremendous inspiration to his 
men and resulted in the final cap- 
ture and clearance of the strong 
enemy positions at Leonforte. in- 
flicting heavy casualties to the 
enemy." 

Soon after the Sicilian campaign, 
Vokes was promoted to Acting 
MaJor-General and was given com- 
mand of the First Canadian Divi- 
sion—the famous "Old Red Patch" 
Division— for the campaign In Italy. 
His success in the operations during 
the long drive of the Canadian 
Forces from the toe of Italy to the 
far north won for him an award &f 
the C-B.E., an award of the Freiich 
Legion of Honor, plus the Croi^i* de 
Guerre with Palm, and the con- 
firmation of his rank as Major-Gcn- 
eral with effect from Nov. 1, 1944. 

Just where he is serving now is 
unannounced. He relinquished com- 
mand of the First Canadian Divi- 
sion in Italy some time ago, but 
under the provisions of the censor- 
ship, his new appointment bat not 
been revealed. 

' Wherever he may be, It Is safe to 
state that he is serving with the 
whole-hearted devotion which' is 
characteristic of his entire profes- 
sional career. 
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This I consider an essential duty of 
any executive elected for the forth 
coming year. 

Needless to say my platform 
must be tempered by the attitude 
of the president and executive with 
whom I shall cooperate wholeheart- 
edly.
